NEWS IN BRIEF.

CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

IN the senate, on the 18th. the tariff bill was 
taken up. and Mr. Morrill addressed the senate. 
Mr. Mills gave notice that he would speak upon 
the measure on the 24th. Mr. Turpie then took 
the floor and spoke in favor of the bill...... In 
the house the New York and New Jersey bridge 
bill went over. Resolutions were agreed to 
providing for the printing of various reports 
and laws, and the house went into committee 
of the whole on the diplomatic and consular 
appropriations bill. 

IN the senate, on the 19th, the objects and 
rights of the army of the Commonweal were 
discussed at length. The tariff bill was then 
taken up and a speech was made in opposition 
to it by Mr. Perkins. Eulogiesof the late Rep- 
resentative Enochs of Ohio, were delivered. 
sma In the house consideration of the diplo- 
matic and consular bill was resumed, its dis- 
cussion covering a wide range of subjects, and 
involving a somewhat acrimonious comparison 
between the late and present administrations. 
The urgent deficiency bill, as reported from 
the conference committee, was agreed to. 

IN the senate, on the 20th, three speeches in 
opposition to the tariff bill were made by 
Messrs. Gallinger, McMillin (Mich.) and Dolph. 
Senator Hawley made a passionate and ener- 
getic protest against the Peffer resolution for 
the reception of the Coxey army, and de- 
nounced the speech of Senator Allen in de- 
fense of the Commonweal, which he declared 
contained ‘‘the bacilli and microbes of an- 
archism.”’......In the house the session was 
devoted almost exclusively to consideration of 
a billto repay certain residents of Tennessee 
assessments levied by Gen. Sullivan during the 
war. Senate bill to rectify error in bill to give 
effect to findings of the Behring sea tribunal of 
arbitration was passed. 

IN the senate, on the 2ist, Mr. Peffer pre- 
sented petitions from citizens of Pennsylvania 
for the issue of $500,0Win treasury notes to be 
used in the improvement of roads. The tariff 
bili was taken up and Mr. Do!tph continued his 
speech in opposition to it, yielding, however, 
to permit Mr. Quay to present the me morial of 
Philadelphia workingmen in convention in 
Washington against any change in the tariff 
OWE. ..... In the house, after preliminary busi- 
ness, the house went into committee of the 
whole upon the diplomatic and consular appro- 
priations bill, which, at 2 o'clock, was laid 
aside and eulogies of the late Senator Randall 
L. Gibson, of Louisiana, were pronounced, 
after which the house adjourned. 

IN the senate, on the 23d, the credentials of 
Thomas Jordan Jarvis, appointed to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Mr. Vance, of 
North Carolina, were placed on file. Mr. Peffer's 
resolution for the appointment of a committee 
to give hearings to the Coxey army was reject- 
ed. Several matters of no general interest 
were considered, and the tariff bill was taken 
up......In the house, it being District of Colum- 
bia day. the session was devoted to matters of 
local interest. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 
ORDWAY, who commands 
the District of Columbia national 
guard, on the 2Ist, issued general or- 
der No. 5, directing the annual mus- 
ter and inspection of the guard. “All 
six battalions are called out for duty 
consecutively on dates commencing 
with the arrival of the Coxey army, 
May 1, and extending to May 16, when 
the light artillery and ambulance 
company will close the inspection mus- 
Ler. 

IT is stated that Emperor William is 
about to retire thirty generals from 
active service in the German army. 
Several staff officers also are said to be 
marked for retirement. In all these 
cases the emperor is carrying out his 
policy of rejuvenating the officers’ 
corps. 

JessE B. SELIGMAN, the New York 
banker, who went to San Diego, Cal., 
for his health, accompanied by his wife 
and daughters, died in that city on the 
23d. 

On the 22d ex-Judge Nelson Jarvis 
Waterbury, the veteran lawyer and 
former partner of Samuel J. Tilden, 
died at his home in New York city, 
from pneumonia, aged 75. 

Tne English colony in Paris is ex- 
cited over the action of the govern- 
ment in forcing Sir Edward Blount, 
who for thirty yedrs had been chair- 
man of the West railway, to resign. 
The French government took the 
ground that his position gave him ac- 
cess to plans of the government in the 
matter of mobilizing troops and other 
information that it was not proper for 
foreigners to possess. 

Own the 23d Congressman Jerry Simp- 
son, of Kansas, was reported to be in a 
critical condition at his residence in 
Washington. He had a change for the 
worse on the 22d, following two chills, 
and his friends in the Kansas congres- 
sional delegation were informed that 
he could hardly recover. 





CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 

On the 19th George M. Hoffman, a 
wealthy butcher of New York, aged 59 
vears, shot and killed himself. Grief 
over the recent death of his wife 
caused the act. 

On the 19th, during the absence of 
his wife, Llovd Rodabaugh, a prosper- 
ous farmer of Calhoun county, W. Va., 
hanged his two children, aged 3 snd 6 
years, and then took his own life. 

TESTIMONY in the Maney-Hedberz 
murder case, on trial in.Chicago, was 
allin on the 19th, and the addresses of 
counsel to the jury began on the 20th. 
In his testimony Lieut. Maney claimed 
that he shot Capt. Hedberg in self-de- 
fense. 

Dock Bisxop and Frank Lathum 
were lynched, on the 19th, by the set- 
tlers living near Watonga, Okla., «for 
horse stealing. Both men belonged to 
a gang that were systematically steal- 
ing horses from the settlers and driv- 
ing them into the Panhandle of Téxas. 

A DISPATCH from Perry, Okla., ou the 
18th, announced that a desperate battle 
had been fought between a posse under 
Chief of Police Tighlman of Perry and 
the Dalton gang near Ingalls, Olxla., ia 
which Bill Dalton and others of the 
gang and two of the posse—eight in 
all—were killed. Confirmation of the 





Tue Indiana state asylum for the 
deaf and dumb at Indianapolis c-ught 
fire on the night of the 19th. Seven 
hundred deaf mutes are inmates, and 
the fire caused much consternation 
for awhile. No lives were lost, how- 
ever, and the damage will not exceed 
$2,000. 

In Philadelphia, while Bell telephone 
linemen were repairing a wire, on the 
20th, it became entangled with a live 
electric-light wire. Two of the work- 
men were killed and two seriously in- 
jured. 

Ir is stated that Mme. Joniaux, un- 
der arrest at Antwerp, Belgium, on 
charges of having poisoned her sister, 
brother and uncle in order to obtain 
the insurance on their lives, has con- 
fessed her guilt. 

INTELLIGENCE from the seismic dis- 
turbances in Greece tell of awful de- 
struction of human life and the prac- 
tical annihilation of one or more towns. 
Many of the victims lost their lives by 
the falling of churches in which they 
were worshipping. 

THE number of deaths from the late 
earthquakes in Greece is placed at 229, 
with 300 injured. 

M. A. Hunt, of Terre Haute, Ind., 
treasurer of the National Association 
of Florists, shot himself through ‘the 
heart on the 23d. He was insane from 
the effects of the grip. Ilis wife is in 
the state asylum for the insane, and is 
incurable, her malady being caused by 
the same disease. 

EMILE CARNOT, alias Guisseppe Far- 
nar, the anarchist, — was arrested 
in London on the 22d, was arraigned 
on the 23d. He confessed toa plot, in 
connection with Polti, to blow up the 
royal exchange and to murder Inspec- 
tor Melville.

Imrorts of specie at the port of New 
York for the week ended onthe 2\st 
were$731,197, of which $711,804 was gold 
and $19,398 silver.

COXEYITES WARNED. 


A Proclamation Issued at the Suggestion 
of the President Warning Organized 
Bodies of Men Now On Their Way to 
the National Capital, That Their is No 
Room for Them, and That, in a Word, 
They Are Not Wauted. 


WasuineTon, April 24.—At the sug- 
gestion of President Cleveland, the 
commissioners of the District of Co- 
lumbia have issued a proclamation con- 
cerning the approach to the city of 
several organized bodies of men for the 
purpose of securing congressional ac- 
tion for the relief of the unemployed 
laborers throughout the country. The 
commissioners declare that no good 
can come of such a gathering and that 
with no proper preparation or means 
of subsistence, ultimate disorder 
will certainly ensue. While the 
commissioners are in entire sympathy 
with all people out of employment, 
they are in duty bound to give notice 
to those who, tempted under any pre- 
text to swell the number of unem- 
ployed persons already here, that there 
is neither work for them nor means for 
their maintenance in the district; that 
the law does not permit the soliciting 
of alms in our streets, and forbids pa- 
rades, assemblages or orations in the 
capitol grounds, and the obstruction 
of any public grounds, streets, high- 
ways or avenues, and the approaches 
of public or private buildings. 

The commissioners give notice also 
to criminals and evil-doers who, under 
cover of a crowd of unemployed men in 
our streets, may come here for the pur- 
pose of crime and disorder, that al) 
such will be apprehended and sum- 
marily dealt with. 

And finally they give notice to all 
who come here against their advice 
and protest, that the laws in force in 
the District of Columbia are adequate 
for every emergency, and will be rig- 
idly enforced. 


CHICAGO SAYS “I WILL.” 





Heroic Measures to Be Resorted to in An 
Effort to Check and Suppress the Small 
Pox Epidemic—The Health Commis- 
sioner Given Almost Unlimited Discre- 
tlonary Power to Deal with the Pest. 
CuicaGo, April 24.—At a conference 

to-day of Mayor Hopkins, Health Com- 
missioner Reynolds and Chairman 
Madden, of the council finanee com- 
mittee, the commissioner was given 
almost unlimited power to ineur ex; 
pense for the purpose of exterminating 
the smallpox scourge. He will at once 
begin a systematic crusade in every 
part of the city, dividing it into dis- 
tricts, with health officers in charge. 
They will have authority to employ 
as many physicians as the work 
requires for the purpose of quar- 
antining houses, removing patients, 
vaccinating indiscriminately and sup- 
plying persons quarantined with 
food and medicine. The subordinate 
physicians will report to headquarters 
established in various parts of the city, 
where the work for the day will be 
laid out and all supplies kept. A 
thorough canvass of every house in the 
city will be made, the police being re- 
lieved of that duty. The west side, 
where the disease is almost epidemic, 
will have four districts, the south side 
two and the north side one. 

A new annex to the pesthouse, be- 
sides the one just completed, will be 
built at once to accommodate 109 pa- 
tients. Tents will be used in case of 
emergency, and a dozen ambulances 
will be put into service. There will 
be no longer any delay in the burial of 
victims and the removal of patients to 
the pesthouse on account of inadequate 
facilities. The health commissioner 
says no cases have developed in houses 
which have been fumigated, and he is 
ata loss to account for the origin of 
the new cases. 

The Froebel and Pitchard schools, 
which were closed last week on ac- 
count of the disease, were reopened 
yesterday. There were three more 
cases yesterday of persons afflicted 
with the disease walking into police 
stations and scaring everybody. 
Twenty-five new cases were reported 
during the day. 


DROPPED DEAD. 


A St. Louls Crook Saves the Court the 
Expense of a Trial. 

Str. Louis, April 24.—James Gannon, 
notoriously and widely known to the 
police as one of the most desperate 
characters the city has ever produced, 
dropped dead Sunday night from heart 
disease. He had gone to call on Mag- 
gie Carey, to whom he was engaged to 
be married. At a little before $ o'clock 
he complained of pains in the region of 
his heart and said he would go to a 
drug-store for some medicine. He did 
not procure the medicine and returned 
in a few moments, saying he was much 
worse. He had hardly entered the door 
when he turned pale, staggered back 
and fell to the floor, dead. 

‘The dead man has had a noted career 
asa sneak thief and pickpocket, and 
lately had aspired to higher crimes. 

He was to have been tried in the 
court of criminal correction this morn- 
ing on the charge of highway robbery. 
He held up and robbed a man in the 
latter part of last December. The case 
eame up for trial last Friday, but Gan- 
non, who has suffered for some time. 
with heart trouble, fainted just as he 
entering the court-room, and the case 
was continued until to-day, Megn- 
while he was out on bond. 








THE COMMONWEAL. 


Trouble in the Kelly Contingent—Gen. 
Kelly Proves Himself a Disciplinarian— 
Col. Baker Stripped of His Straps, and 
Removed From His Command for Con- 
duct Unbecoming an Officer—A Court- 
Martial Ordered—Kelly Sustained by 
His Captains. 

' NeEowa, Ia., April 24.—The industrial 
ariny, after twenty-one days of hard- 
ships in overcoming obstacles appar- 
ently almost unsurmountable, of an 
external character, in its contact with 
state, county and city officials, and 
after suffering the pangs of hunger 
and inclement weather, has met with 
an internal enemy that proposes to 
disrupt it, if prompt measures are not 
applied. 

The army was ina perfect uproar 
yesterday morning at breakfast, and 
Gen. Kelly was kept busy pacifying 
the men. After breakfast was over, 
and the men were arranging to break 
camp, preparatory to leaving by waron 
for Avoca, the climax was reached. 
Col. Baker, of the first regimert, San 
Francisco, left the’camp to attend to 
some duties at the commissary head- 
quarters, located in the city hall. 

While he was securing the medicine 
and clothing for the sick men Kelly 
approached him abruptly and snatched 
his straps from his shoulders, relieving 
him from command as colonel, and dis- 
missing him from the army. 

Col. Baker was ordered from the hall, 
and upon refusing to go, was thrown 
out bodily by the general. Gen. Kelly 
threatened Baker with arrest if any 
further disturbance ws created. 

The trouble between Gen. Kelly and 
Col. Baker started in camp Sunday 
night ina tent over a couple of wom- 
en. Gen. Kelly, when asked why he 
took such a course, said: 

“Col. Baker was removed for viola- 
tion of army orders by being out of 
camp last night under suspicious cir- 
cumstances and being under the infla- 
ence of liquor.” 

When asked what the suspicious cir: 
cumstances were, he said that Col. Ba 
ker had been seen with a couple oj 
women of unsavory reputation. 

A conference was held between Kelly 
and the captains to act upon the posi- 
tion taken by Kelly, and the captains 
sustained Gen. Kelly's action. 

A vote of the army was taken and 
Kelly was sustained there also. A 
court martial was to be held at Avoca 
last evening and a new appointment 





made to fill the vacancy, provided 
Baker was found guilty. 
Col. Baker denies that he was in- 


toxicated, and says that he was out 
Sunday night as an escort to some Un- 
derwood women who were visiting the 
army. Heclaims to have been snubbed 
and ignored by Gen. Kelly ever since 
the army started from the coast. 

San Francisco Co. C, with Capt. Mor- 
ris in command, refused to fall in line 
when orders were given by Gen. Kelly, 
and when asked for their reasons, said 
they understood Col. Baker was to be 
relieved, and that they would not ge 
without him. They also said that 
they understood that the general 
intended to disband the company 
and separate the men into other 
companies, and place them under 
other officers. The general told them 
that he must separate them because of 
the dissensions which have arisen 
among this company, and gave the 
men the alternative of going into other 
companies or quitting the army. They 
chose the latter course, and when the 
army started they separated and 
walked down the track alone to the 
number of something like fifty. 

There is all sorts of talk afloat as to 
the dissensions, but it is believed that 
this company will return to the fold 
when it is found that they will not 
fare so well as deserters as they did in 
the service of the general. 

The army is still in high favor with 
the people and farmers. 

The people here are glad to get rid 
of the army and have business with 


the railroads resumed. ‘The signs, 
‘Railroads for Rent,’ pasted about 
town, have been torn down. Gen. 


Kelly has notified authorities along the 
Rock Island route to look out for Co. 


The route taken by the army is along 
the Rock Island road, which branches 
off from the Milwaukee at this point. 
Trouble is anticipated at Des Moines 
among the miners if railroad facilities 
are not given the army. Kelly is as 
cool, calm and considerate as ever, and 
hopeful of a peaceful journey.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—'‘Smith, 
the unknown,” Coxey’s cashiered lieu- 
tenant, put in an appearance at the 
Coxey headquarters here yesterday, 
and created somewhat of a sensation.

AN ILLINOIS MIRACLE. 





A Oase of Deep Interest to Wom. 
en Evory where. 


Saved Through a Casual Glance at a 
Neowspaper—Weak, Pale and in a De- 
Plorabie Condition When Relief 
Came—A Remarkable Narra: 
tive Carefully Investigated 
by a Dubuque Times 
Reporter.

Among the peculiar conditions with which 
the people of the present age are endowed 
is a remarkable capacity for doubting. 
The Times determined upon a thorough in- 
vestigation into a medical case out in Sa- 
vannah, Ill., asa matter of news, with the 
result that the case was even more remark- 
able than the public had been given to 
understand.

In New York they can, and do, vote 
ai school elections. The question of the 
constitutionality of the law is still unde- 
cided. ‘The vote also in many places in 
this state on legal improvements, such as 
gas and electric street lighting, paving, 
sewerage and municipal bonds. 

In Utah woman voted until disfrans 
chised by the Edmunds law, when they 
oranized to demand its repeal. 

In Montana woman suffrage on local 
taxation is guaranteed by the state con 
atiiution. 

In Pennsylvania a law was passed in 
1€89, under which women vote on loca! 
improvements, by signing or refusing to 
sign petitions therefor. 

In Wyoming women have voted on the 
game terms with men since 1870. The 
convention in 1889 to form a state con- 
stitution unanimously inserted a provi- 
sion securing them full suffrage This 
constitution was ratified by tbe voters at 
a special election by about three-fourths 
mijority. Congress refused to require 
the disfranchisement of the women and 
admitted the state July 10, 1890. 

And let it not be forgotten that in the 
Senate of the United States February 7, 
1891, a select committee reported in favor 
of amending the fecers) constitution so as 
to forbid states to make sex a cause of 
disfranchisement. Congress adjourned, 
however, on March 4th following without 
ret ching the subject.

My Visit to the Schools of 
Huntsville—Their Do- 
ings and Needs.

Editor Gazette: 

I am at a loss for language to ex- 
press the great pleasure and delight 
which it gave me in yisiting the 
people of Huntsville. The kind 
people of your city certainly know 
how to make it pleasant and agreea- 
ble fora visitor. Indeed, I did not 
feel that I was a visitor, but felt at 
home and counted myself as one of 
you. The warm reception and cor 

dial invitations to dine and spend 
the nights made me feel that I have 
a hosts of friends in your peaceful 
and beautiful city. But 1 am to 
write about the schools and net the 
generous and cultured people. 

All who heard the closing exercis.- 
es of the Central Alabama Academy 
pronounce them the best in the his- 
tory of the school and this is saying 
a great deal. From the beginning 
to the end of the exercises they were 
good and largely attended and 
greatly appreciated by Huntsville’s 
best citizens. 

Dr. Mason’s sermons and address- 
es were all good and most eloquent- 
ly delivered fod will not soon be 
forgotten.

McKinney’s algebra classes.

The State Normal School at 
Huntsville is not reaching our peo - 
ple in North Alabama like the ‘Tus- 
kegee Normal School is doing in 
East Alabama and the State Normal 
School of Montgomery is doing in 
South Alabama. 

The Tuskegee Normal School has 
enrolled over 700 students this schol. 
astic year, and the Noimal School

The Cotton Outlook. 

The New Orleans Picayune, comment- 
ing on the cotton situation and outlook, 
gays: 

* * * The existing low price is based on 
the belief entertained by spinners that the 
present supply is sufficient for all needs, and 
that acreage for the next season promises to be 
So increased as to remove all anxiety as to the 
future supply. 

Will the producers substantiate the predic- 
tions of spinners with respect to the future 
supply by increasing the area devoted to cot- 
ton, or will they profit by the lessons of past 
seasons and refrain from increasing the acre- 
age until the improvement in the value 
vf cotton warrants such a_ course? It 
must be admitted that the advices from 
Texas rather point to an_ increase 
in the area to be planted in cotton, and as the 
Lone Star state produces a very large propor- 
tion of the crop, an increase there can not fail 
to have an important influence on the total 
yield. With respect to the other states, the 
information is rather conflicting, with the ad- 
vices at hand not sufficiently definite to war- 
rant any settled views on the subject until the 
government report is received in June. 

With the knowledge of a good supply ahead, 
and with the prospect of increased acreage for 
the coming crop, the spinners feel that they 
have it in their power to dictate prices, the 
more particularly as the fear of the passage of 
the Hatch anti-option bill has driven the 
speculators out of the market as com- 
petitors. In this condition of affairs 
the cotton producers of the country have 
an object lesson of the experiences they will 
have to go through annually should the Hatch 
bill become law. The spinners would then be 
the only buyers, and naturally they would seek 
to purchase the crop as cheaply as possible, 
and, having no competition from speculators, 
they would have it in their power to dictate 
prices. 





Italians for the Delta. 
italian immigration into the Yazoo- 
Mississippi delta has received a sudden 
impetus. 

This is caused by propositions made by Capt. 
C. H. Williams, of Greenville, to the Italiana 
authorities, and which have met with their ap- 
proval Capt. Williams, who is well backed 
by many large planters in Washington and ad- 
jacent counties, offers to furnish all immi- 


grants with families, upon their arrival 
in this country, with land on easy 
terms, lease with privilege of pur- 


chase at the end of two years, or to sell them 
land, to be paid forin ten years. He says he 
can supply a practically unlimited number of 
immigrants with homes in this manner, and 
that his principals will advance them supplies, 
as is done with negro tenants. It is under- 
stood that none but families able to pay their 
own passage ace desired. The demand for 
such tenants is very large, and comes from all 
parts of the delta. 





Tea Raising in South Carolina. 

A dispatch from Washington, D. C., 
says: 

The British foreign office has published a re- 
port from E. K. Rawson-Walker, consul at 
Charleston, on tea raising in South Carolina, 
in which he declares that, owing to the cli- 
matic conditions, that part of South Carolina 
where the plant has been cultivated, gives 
promise of great success in the production of 
tea there. Opinions of experts are given 
which show that the product ranks very high, 
being worth from 25 cents to 35 cents a pound 
wholesale, and that last season about 37% 
pounds* of cured tea per acre were secured. 
“ne plants are still young, and much better 
results are confidently predicted. 





Gen. Johnson's Body Servant. 

The Georgia Pacific officials have 
given a pass to Wm. Gant, of Indianola, 
Miss., to attend the confederate veter- 
ans’ reunion at Birmingham, Ala. 

William Gant is an old negro who was tha 
body servant of Gen. Albert Sidney Johnson 
during the Mexican war and the war between 
the states. At Shiloh Gen. Johnson was lifted 
from his horse and placed in an ambulance by 
this faithful old servant. William isa great 
favorite with the old soldiers, and they will 
give him royal treatment during his stay in 
Birmingham. 


Accidentally Killed His Sister. 

Near Ashland City, Tenn., Planter 
Sam Jones’ son, aged 12, killed his sis- 
ter.
